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This is a decision on the papers styled, "Petition To Correct 
Filing Date Under 37 CFR 1.53 and 37 CFR 1.182," filed September 
14, 2004, which has been treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.53, 
requesting that the above-identified application be accorded a 
filing date of March 19, 2004, including forty-nine (49) pages of 
specification and one (1) page of abstract. 

The application was submitted on March 19, 2004. However, on June 
4, 2004, the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) mailed a 
"Notice Of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application" that stated the 
application had not been accorded a filing date, and that the 
specification is missing.
